Oslo, Norway, 1 June 2012

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton says the United States is committing $75 million to an
initiative aimed at improving women’s health and reducing maternal mortality around the world.

She spoke about the “Saving Mothers, Giving Life” partnership during remarks to the Global Health
Conference in Oslo, and thanked Norwegian leaders for being “one of the most generous nations on

earth” and for the country’s “extraordinary commitment” to improving global health.

“The stability of any nation is tied up in the well-being of its people,” Clinton said from Oslo City
Hall June 1. “Every life we save is a step toward that more peaceful, prosperous planet we seek.”

She said the United States, Norway and other partners are working to put in place strong health
systems for countries around the world.

“We are helping to build clinics and labs, to train staff, improve supply chains, make blood supplies
safer, set up record-keeping systems; in short, creating platforms upon which partners can
eventually launch their own efforts.”

The U.S. Consulate General in Jerusalem and the U.S. Department of State’s Bureau of Educational
and Cultural Affairs (ECA) are pleased to announce the Fulbright Foreign Language Teaching
Assistant (FLTA) Program for FY 2013.

The Fulbright FLTA Program is a nine-month non-degree program that provides young teachers of
English an opportunity to refine their teaching skills, increase their English language proficiency,
and extend their knowledge of the society and culture of the United States. FLTAs work as teaching
assistants for their native language (Arabic) to U.S. students, thus strengthening foreign language
instruction at U.S. colleges and universities. Fulbright FLTA participants also interact with their host
communities in conversation groups, extracurricular activities, and community outreach projects.
Fulbright FLTA participants must return to their home countries upon completion of the program.

Deadline: July 30, 2012.
